Bucks Can't Lose On Any Redistricting 


Any change in the make-up 
of the Pennsylvania State Leg­ 
islature will be of tremendous 
advantage to Bucks County. 
That was 
the opinion 
of a 
number of attorneys and poli­ 
ticians questioned today by the 
Courier-Times in the the wake 
of a ruling by the state Supreme 


Court which declared that the 
legislature is 
improperly 
ap­ 
portioned at present and 
has 
been improperly reapportioned 
for next year. 
Court Will 
The Supreme Court said that 
another 
reapportionment 
must 
be m ade and put into effect by 


Septem ber 1965, and that if the 
legislature itself doesn’t do it, 
the court will. This decision was 
handed down Tuesday. 
If so, Bucks County probably 
will have six representatives in 
the lower House in Harrisburg 
instead of three as of now, and 
possibly two state senators in­ 


stead of one, according to State 
Rep. Alan D. Williams Jr., (R ), 
who also is an attorney. 
The decision also means that 
the new at-large district 
just 
created for Bucks County 
will 
com e to an end after the 1965 
legislature expires, according to 
legal opinons expressed today 


The 1964 act, passed earlier 
this year, split Bucks into two 
districts. 
One, consisting only of Bristol 
Township and Bristol Borough, 
was to have just one representa­ 
tive. The other, made up of the 
entire remainder of the county, 
would elect four representatives. 


The court’s ruling said that 
this schem e could continue in 
effect for the 1965 legislature 
which will be elected this fall. 
But no longer. 
Instead, the court put down 
broad guidelines for doing the 
apportionment all over 
again 
which apparently strike against 


any multi-member, at-large dis­ 
trict such as the new one formed 
for Bucks County. 
“ We do believe,” 
the court 
decision read, ‘‘that a legisla­ 
tive schem e which creates sin­ 
gle-member and multi-member 
districts in an arbitrary man-

CAMDEN, N J. (U P I)—Three 
new suspected cases of St. Louis 
encephalitis 
were 
reported 
in 
South Jersey today, as health 
officers opened war on m osquit­ 
oes in an attempt to stam p out 
carriers of the disease. 


At the sam e time state health 
officers said one ca se previously 
thought to be encephalititis was 
listed as another sickness today. 


Based on the latest state re­ 
ports, the minor epidem ic of the 
disease has killed two elderly 
women 
and stricken 42 other 
persons. 


Dr. R oscoe P. Handle, state 
health com m issioner, said the 
epidem ic w as under c o n t r o l 
Thursday night because no new 
cases had been reported for 24 
hours then. But another health 
official pointed out the disease 
has a two-week incubation per­ 
iod before its sym ptoms becom e 
apparent. 


“ It’s possible we could kill all 
the disease bearing mosquitos 
off and c a ses of the d isease 
would still be reported for two 
w eek s,” the official said.
